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Continuation of 13. Other: With regard to the applicants* argument that "the initial set of NXN elements is not sampled to achieve the 
KXM subset and that the relationship of the first element to the second element is the same whether the elements are in the KXM or NXN 
block" (page 6, In. 4-8). Applicants, however, concedes that "in the sampling method described in the instant invention, the number of 
elemnts processed may be similarly reduced (e.g. KXM), but the relationship of the processed elements to each other in the reduced 
resolution block is dependent upon the sampling rate" (page 6, In. 8-12). The examiner respectfully submits that limitations of "the 
relationship of the first element to the second element in the KXM or NXN block" and "the relationship of the processed elements to each 
other is dependent upon the sampling rate" are not part of the limitations in any rejected claims and therefore, they are not considered. 
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
